An Interesting Chess Match, 


Loxspon, July 16.—Ever since the appear- 
ance of the young German chess master, 
Lasker, in Great Britain, and especially after 
his brililant defeat of the veteran Bird, and 
later one of Miniati of Manchester, a good 
many challenges have been issued by the 
Berliner in order to bring about a mateh with 
Biackburne, Gunsberg, Maslon or some other 
player. Just when arrangements had been 
completed fora match with Lee, Lasker bad 
to leave for Berlin and the match fell through. 
Then Biackburne declared his willingness 
to make a short match with Lee, and the first 
gameof this match was played on Monday in 
London. Biackburne won the toss and 
elected to play the whites. Lee adopted the 
safe ‘*French defence, and at one stage of 
the contest, which proceeded pretty evenly 
right through, it appeared as if Lee hada 
very slight advantage. However, Blackburne 
very soon found a pretty way out of the seem- 
ing difficulties, and after twesty-three moves 
the players agreed to abandon the game as 
drawn. The match is a ‘‘sixup’’ contest; 
that is to say, the winner is to be the one 
who fret scores six wins, drawn games 
not to count. Blackburne is pretty 
well known in American chess oircies 
but very little has yet been heard of his op- 
ponent. Some years ago Lee was a stook- 
broker at the London Exchange, and was then 
a regular visitor at Simpson’s Divan, London, 
and at a similar chess resort in the city, 
There he used to play withthe best masters, 
and very soon was considered a strong 
amateur. Eventually he retired from ’Change 
and became a proiessional chess player at the 
resorts above mentioned. Lee made his first 
appemrance as a master la a national tourna- 
ment under the auspices of the British Chess 
Association in 1887. In that teurmament he 

played a number of very fine games. He was, 
however, not placed, in 1888 he 
took part in the Intermational Masters’ 
tournament in Bradford, and dis- 
tinguished himself by playing @ remarkably 
good game against Gumsberg, who finally 
beat him and thus secured the first prize. 
Next Lee was a competitor in the Simpson! 
Divan Handicap, in which he achieved 
renown by coming out frat. He re- 
peated this performance in n 
similar tournament afew weeks ago. Under 
these circumstances the match between 
Blackburne and Lee bas been looked forward 
to with considerable interest in London chess 
circies. A very Handsome purse has been 
provided forthe winner. The second game 
of thie match was played yesterday. Lee 
opened with the Ginore piano and Black- 
burae obtained an advantage in the middle of 
the game. Subsequently the latter played 
very cleverly, and, maintaining a superiority, 
he won the game in forty-four moves. The 
score is now: Biackburne, one; Lee, none; 
drawn, one. 


Ne Warlike Iatentions. 


Victoria, British Columbia, July 16—The 
statement that two Canadian vessela which 
recently salled out ef Maveland Bay, are 
armed with guns and would resist the Ameri- 
ean revenue cutters, is said to be without 
foundation. Messrs. Hall & Marwin, who 
own seven out of the thirty vessels running 
out of Victoria, say the reports were sent out 
to prejudice the Foreign Office at London 
against the cause of the seniers. ‘‘We are 
melther poachers nor pirates, they state. 
„Tue officials know our destination.If the busi- 
meas was lilegai they should refuse to give us the 
proper passes. In case the question is decided 
against the sealers we will quit the business, 
but to do so now would be to admitthe right 
of the United States to the course it has 
adopted.’’

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III THEY REFUSE? 


PROPERTY OWNERS IN SOME SECTIONS OB- 
JECT TO PAYING THE SPRINKLING TAX. 


Collector Zeigenhein Says There Will Be Neo 
Trouble—Only 87 Cents Assessed Agaiust 
Each 25 Feet Let for the Season’s 
Sprinkling—Threats Caused by Inefiect- 
ual Spriaklisg~—The Tax Bilis are Liens 
Against the Property. | 


The muddled sprinkling situation and the 
broadcast disgust the dust nuisance has 
caused, has led a number of exasperated cit!- 
zens to declare their intention to resist the 
payment of the special sprinkling tax, pro- 
vided forinthe charter amendment and or- 
dinances regulating public sprinkling. Long 


before the st. Louis Improved Street Sprink- 
ling Co. threw up the sponge, indignant per- 
sons who insisted that the street in their re- 
spective localities were not properly damp- 
ened, threatened that they would refuse to 
pay the special tax bills for sprinkling which 
was either neglected entirely or done in a 
shipshod, Indifferent manner. 
Sinc ethe/ffailure of this company and the con- 
sequent difficulty of the e ty ome als to provide 
for proper sprinkling in all parts ofthe city, 
these threats have been beard on ali sides, 
andthe impression prevalig that Collector 
Zeigenhein will meet with some 
resistance when he attempts 
gather in the ra venue tor such 
work. There has been considerable said 
on the subject, and many of those interested 
in the sprinkling situation have given some 
time to tooking up the provisions of the 
charter amendments and the ordinance bear- 
ing on the ent ject. 

THE CHARTER AMENDMENT. 

The charter amendment, showing that the 
tax bills are liens on the property against 
which they are charged, reads as follows: 

Sec. . The Mayor and Assembly shall 
have power within the city by ordinance to 
cause the streets and public places of the city, 
Or any part thereof, to be sprinkted, and the 
cost thereof to be provided for and defrayed by 
aspecial tax to be assessed in favorol the city 
on the adjoining proyerty fronting or berder- 
ing on the streets or public place where sach 
sprinkling is proposed to be done, in the pro- 
portion that the linear feet of each lot front- 
ing or bordering on the street or public 
place 80 to be sprinkled bears tothe total 
number of linear feet of all property 
chargeable with the special tax a/iore- 
said in theterritory embraced by the contract 
under which said sprinkling is to be done. 
The above work shall be contracted for an- 
nually by the Board of Public Improvements 
at such time and under such terms aad condi- 
tious as shall be provided by ordinance, and 
the city shall be divided into at least forty 
ne a mpage ay | districts for the above purpose, 
and each district shall be let separately. The 
special tax bills spoken of shall be and become 
a lien on the property charged therewith 
from the first Monday in April im each year, 
and shall be prima-facie evidence of the lia- 
bility of the property charged therewith to 
the extentand amounttherein specified and 
may be collected of the owner ofthe land in 
the mame of and by the city of S8tq@Louis 
as any other claim Ip any court of competent 
jurisdiction, with interest at the rate of 10 

er centum per annum from the Ist day of 

layin each year, and if not paid by the lst 
day of June lu each year, then at the rate of 
15 per centum per annum from the ist day of 
April in each year, and they enall be issued 
and collected in the manner bereafter pro- 
vided by ordimance. The cost of the 
sprinkling shall be paid out of the City Treas- 
ury to the contractors, and the City Treasury 
shall be reimbursed for such expenditures by 
the proceeds of the special tax bills aforesaid, 
The sprinkling season in each year shall ex- 
tend trom the 15th day of March to the lst day 
of December.’’ 

The billsfor the present season are now 
completed and willshortly be sent out from 
the Collector’s office. There are 60,559 bilis 
for this purpose and they call for $122,546. The 
cost of sprinkling for this dea 
son is lower than last year, for 
the reason that most of the contracts 
were let to the St. Louis Improved Street 
Sprinkling Co. ata much lower rate per mile 
than last year. This year the sprinkling dis- 
tricts contain seventy-one lineal miles more 
than was provided for last year, aud yet the 
total cost this year is only $122,546, while it 
reached $182,861 last season. 

COLLECTOR ZEIGLER 

was seen this morning and asked if he antlel- 
1 any didculty im collecting the sprink- 

ing tax Dille. He replied that he did not, 
ws 7 experience in the Collector's office,’’ he 
said, „ has taught me that the tax-payers are 
unanimous in their willingness to pay the 
small sum assessed against them for sprink- 
ling, and there never was, in my judgment, a 
better piece of legislation for the people of St. 
Louis, than that which gave us our present 
sprinkling acts. It is true the sprinkling this 
year has not been up to our expectations, but 
we can profit by our experience and work for 
the betterment of the system. I am satisfied 
that Mr. Joseph's company would have done 
better work and would not be in its present 
deplorabie plight if it did not have to contend 
withso many reverses and set-backxs. The 
cost of sprinkling is very smail, and no prop- 
erty owper should complain. The rate ac- 
cording to this year’s figures amounts to just 
87 cents for each 25-foot lot for the whole sea- 
son. If the private sprinkling system was 
still in vogue it would cost considerably more 
than thatsum. The city officials charged with 
the enforcement of the sprinkling 
acts are doing their best to rem- 
edy all evils and sprinkle everywhere and 
I ene everything will be moving smoothiy 
again. Reverting to your question as to what 
would result if any eonsiderabie number of 

ersons refused to pay their sprinkling bills, 
{don’t care to say anything. Ido not believe 
that such will be the case, and should it be, 
I should then of course givethe matter some 
consideration. 

LIENS ON THE PROPERTY. 

‘*The tax bills are liens on the property and 
will cloud the titles until paid, will they not?’’ 
he was asked. 

„Tes, the bills are charged up against 
the property and this liability of the property 
owner to the city will eontinue until paid. 
still 1 don’t anticipate any daifficulty, what- 
ever. When I came in this office I found 
nearly $20,000 unpaid sprinkling bills, and we 
started lu asd collected all but about $38,000. 
There are indignant persons who threaten to 
refuse, but I don’t think there will be any 
trouble. People object sometimes to paying 
tex bills, but precious few protest against the 
payment of the sprinkling tax. 

Deputy Collector Weber said that he never 
heard any complaints from those who came 
in to pay special tax bills, though there was 
some dissatisfaction expres sed at the sprink- 
ling work last season.’ 

. THREATS TO RESIST PAYMENT. 

In the volume of ietters that have poured in 
the office of Sprinkling Supt. Brown com- 
plaining of the dust since the opening of the 
season there were a number which contained 
the threat of resistance to the 
payment of the tax. The opinion prevails 
at the City Hall, however, that there will be 
no extensive revolt on the Part ot the tax- 
payers. The property owners who speak of 
refusing to pay say that the city should not 
expect pay for what is promised and failed 
to furnish in return. Insufficient sprink- 
ling they reason is equivaient to no sprink. 
ling. They aleo say that the city is taxing 
them and the bondsmen of the defaulting 
sprinkling companies, and is not yet 
giving the proper amount of sprinkling to all 
the districts. reply tothis the Board of 
Public Improvements says that the city is un- 
fortunately situated at present and that they 
are doing all in their power to remedy the 
trouble.

Moeting ef the Subcommittee on Permanent 
Organization. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 16.—The Subcom- 
mittee on Permanent Organization of the 
World’s Fair Commission held its first meet- 
ing this morning at lo o'clock at the Conti- 
nental Hotel.

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BUCKEYE REPUBLICANS. 
THE STATE CONVENTION IN SESSION TO- 


DAY AT CLEVELAND. 


— —a — 


Ex-Gev. Foraker Made Temperary Chair 
man—His Speech Explaining the Repub- 
licaa Defeat te the Last State Elections 
and Advising the Party as to Its Course— 
The Proceedings. 


CLEVELAND, O.. July 16.—The delecates to 
the Republican State Convention were tardy 
in assemblage this morning, and it was 10:30 
when Hon. A. T. Brinswade, Cheizman of the 
State Central Committee, rapped for order. 
The convention was held in Music Hall. The 
interior of the bullding bad been beautifully 
decorated with flags and bunting. Around the 
walls were hung pictures of prominent mes. 
The hall was comfortably filled by the dele- 
gates and spectators,among the latter being a 
large number of ladies, Bx-Gov. Foraker, 
the temporary Chairman, came upon the stage 
with Col. Brinsmade. His appearance was 
the signal for prolonged and enthusiastic 
cheering. Rev. Dr. & F. Preecher opened 
the convention with prayer. At the conelu- 
sion of a short speech by Col. Brinsmade, the 
ex- Governor was introduced and delivered a 
lengthy address. After thanking the State 


Committee for the honor conferred upon him 


by the temporary Chairmanship, Ex-Gev. 
Foraker sald; 

‘‘I want to talk chiefly about the campaign 
upon which we are entering, but I have a few 
words to say first concerning that of last year. 
We did not come outof the last contest very 
well. We lost the Governorship, the General 
Assembly, and the United States Senatorship; 
the three great objective purposes of the can- 
vase; and later, as a consequence, we lost also 
the Lieutenant-Governorsbip, the con- 
trol of all the State inatitutions, and, 
only time and the next election can tell, how 
many Representatives in Congress. It was a 
sinughter not only for the head of the ticket 
but all along the line. A great many people 
got hurt who did not even cream of such a 
thing—wko supposed they were entirely out 
of harm’s way. The tax-payer, whose bur- 
dens were being constantly lichtened, must 
now confront deficient revenues and an 
increase of eight millions of local indebted- 
ness alone; and our dissatisied German 
friends of Cincinnati, who, in the 
name of personal liperty, deserted us 
and fought with the enemy, for their Sunday 
beer, find to their consternation and amaze- 
ment, that they have only brought on them 
selves and their fellow-citizens a famine of 
water. Naturally, much bas peen said as, to 
the causes of this defeat. Some of this talk 
has been profitable, but most of it has been 
worse than profitiess. Itis gratifying, there- 
fore, to realize that we have now reached a 
point In the progress of time and events when 
it is our duty to quit looking backward. 

My appeal is that you piace the blame 
upon me. Whether it be just or unjust for 
you to do so, I shall not stop to question. 
Neither shall l utter a word of complaint, but 
on the contrary, beer most gladly ali that the 
bitterest enemy can even imagine as appro- 
priate to be laid upon my shoulders, if there- 
by lcanin the slightest degree promote the 
common good of ourcommoncause, What 
happens to me or to any other individual is 
of no consequence in a political sense, to 
anybody, but what happens to the great 
Republican party is of the highest concorn to 
A U ** 


To elect again this year the head of the 
Democratic ticket, the speaker said, would 
be inexcusable, and could not be attrlouted 
toaccident. It would be an indorsement of 
Dewocracy. This year there are to be chosen 
not only State officials but members of Con- 
gress. The vote of Ohio next November, Mr. 
Foraker said, would determine political as- 
cendency in the House of Representatives, 
and on Republican ascendency there de- 
pended the success of the administration of 
President Harrison, Ccnsequentiy, he said, 
it would bein order for Ohio Republicans to 
give expression to their sentiments on all 
national questions. 

He said: It willbe your duty, in fact, to 
beartily indorse and approve the splendid 
record that has been made by the House of 
Representstives and to express the hope that 
the Senate will not failto make one equaliyv 
good. The country demands a settlement of 
tariff agitation and the silver question, ana 
the Congress cannot afford to adjourn until 
these ends have been accomplished. But be- 
yond tariffi—beyond silver and beyond alli else, 
we demand legisiation that will secure honest 
and fair elections throughout the whole coun- 
try. In making this demand, we ask for noth- 
ing more than the enforcement ofthe Consti- 
tution, and the protection of every American 
citizen in the free exercise of his right of suf- 
frage. 

He took up other questions of the campaign 
of more local interest. This yearthe census 
is beln@ taken. Next year the Governor, 
Auditor and Secretary of State are required to 
fix the ratio of reprensentation in the General 
Assembly for ten years. The governor wasa 
Democrat and he urged the danger of permit- 
ting the election of a Democratic Secretary of 
State.

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TWELVE LIVES LOST 


A Terrible Powder Explosion at 
King’s Station, 0. 


Destruction of the King’s Mills 
and a Cartridge Factory. 


Men, Wemen and Children Ameng the 
Vietimse—Many Injared—The Calamity 
Caused by the Cellision of Two Cars 
Loaded With Powder—Nineteen Bedies 
Recovered at Lake City, Minn., Te-Day 
—Ne Inquest Held—The Victims at Lake 
Gervais—Casualties Caused by a storm 
A Brave Seldier and a Young Lady 
Drowned—The Eli Wreckead—Casualties. 


CINCINNATI, O., July 18. An explosion of 
powder occurred late yesterday afternoon at 
King’s Station on the Little Miam! Hallway, 
twenty-nine miles east of the city. The powder 
mills, belonging to the Kings Powder Co., are 
Situated about a quarter of a mile from the 
station. Nearer the station, on a siding, is 
the Peters cartridge factory. Yesterday after- 
moon afreight car loaded with 800 kegs of 
powder was standing on the cartridge factory 
siding. A freight train bound for Cincinnati 
stopped at King’s Station and switched out a 
car containing 500 kegs of powder. This car 
Was pushed by band on tothe siding and the 
grade being down from the switch to the fac- 
1 ‘ery the car acquired considerable momen- 


m. 

It crashed into two cars filled with soda ash, 
and they in turn struck the powder car that 
Was standing on the sidipe at the factory. The 
moment this occurred there was a terrific 
roar. Both powder cars exploded in the one 
Instant. The freight train, standing 300 yards 
away, was damaged by flying fragments. The 
Cartridge factory, a large three-story brick 
building, was dewollshed by the concussion 
and fire which followed.  Theratiway station, 
150 yards away, was set on fire and burned to 
the round. The main track and sides were 
torn up for a long distance. Cottages in which 
workmen lived were set on fire, and all the 
persons left uninjured by the explosion were 
engaged nearly all night in fighting the 
Hames. 

A large number of girls were employed in 
the cartridge factory and many of these were 
seriousiy injured. Arelief train was sent up 
last night with physicians on board.

CHICAGO’S HARBOR. 


Estimates for Imprevements Reported to 
the Secretary of War. 


Wasnurncror, D. C., July 16.—Capt. W. L. 
Marshall, corps of engineers, has made his 
annual report to the Secretary of War 
in regard to river and harbor 
improvements in Illinois and Indiana. He 
estimates the amount that can be profitably 
expended in the next fiscal year in the im- 
provement of the harbor at Chicago 
at $172,000 and is of the opinion that the 
existing project ean be completed 


With that sum. The funds now on hand, 
amounting to $17,565, and those asked for 
are to de applied, he says, to the 
work of maintenance, ir replacing in a 
permanent manner the now rotten super- 
structure over the north pier at the entrance 
to Chicago River and over the westerly break- 
water of the outer basin and to watching and 
caring for the property pertaining to this 
harbor.’’ 

In regard to the work on the north pier and 
easterly breakwater, he says: ‘‘Of late the 
plan is, and has been discussed in Chi- 
cago, of filling in the area of the 
outer basin up to or even  »beyond 
the established line, the area to be used first 
asasite of a part of the World's Fair in 1893 
and aright of way for the Illinois Central Rall 
road and secondarily as a park for the 
benefit of the people of Chicago forever. In

THE BIKTH OF A WORD. 


Hew a Wager Made in Dublin Added te the 
Eaglish Vocabulary. 


From the New Castle (England) Chronicle. 

Richard Daly, proprietor of the Smoke Alley 
Theater, Dublin, in the year 1751, had an ex- 
traordinary propensity for making wagers. 
Hearing an actor described in French as un 
fagotin, a term for which it was argued there 
was no English equivalent, a discussion 
arose, in the course of which he offered to 


bet 20 guineas that within forty-eight hours a 
periectly new word should be in the mouths 
of nearly all the people in Dublin, 
and within a week begin te be commonly used, 
= a new and definite meaning attached 
to it. 

The bet was accepted by Alderman Mon- 
crieffe, in combination with three others whe 
were present, and the stakes were duly depos- 
ited. Afterthe performances ofhis theater 
were over Daly wrete a word oneachof a 
dozen or two cards, and giving one to each of 
the callboys, scene shifters, carpenters and 
supercumerariecs, with a lump ofchaix, di- 
rected them to perambulate the city until 
daybreak, chalking the word upon as many 
doors and shutters as they could. The next 
duy was Sunday, and upon the doors of shops, 
warehouses and private dweilings tais one 
word appeared, Inevery direction, creating 
no little wonder and alarm. 

Some believed itto be the watchword of a 
secret society, and the signal forsome unlaw- 
ful sliaughter-house doings; some believed 
on seeing it that it was a nickmame for them 
selves. All over Dublin it was talked about, 
discussed and wondered at. Aftera few days 
the general conclusion was that it meant 
nothing more than a joke, a mere trick to set 
people talking, only the hoax of someone 
whe wanted to humbug and laugh at the en- 
tire population of the city. 

But the word was never forgotten, and it is 
now in common use, with a well-defined 
meaning attuched to it, in India, Australia, 
America, Canada, in short, wherever the 
English language is spoken. The word was 
the now expressive, but at fret meaningless, 
one, quiz. 


DEALS IN IDEAS. 


Odd Busin ess by Which a New Yorker Makes 
a Good Living.

There is, in an office building up-town is 
New York, a gentleman with a serene and hu- 
morous cast of face, an erect figure anda 
smile that is as much identified with bis coun- 
tenance as are his drooping giasses and elu- 
sive blonde mustache. His name is James 
Goodwin, and he ig a creator of ideas. He 
sells the ideas in the rough, makes 


a capital living, and works on 
oontentedly without a trace of 
yearning for fame, yet the fame of 
many caricaturists and artists in New York 
belongs by right to him. Artists and news- 
paper iliustraters are almost entirely des- 
titute of humor, taken all in all, although 
there are one or two exceptions.

A MECHANICS’ FXCHANGE. CIRCULAR 
WHICH IS CAUSING TROUBLE. 


A Demand for Information Which Is Cen- 
sidered Impertinent—The Reasen Why 
Chicago Can Compete With St. Louis in 
the Bailding Line Hinted At—The Me- 
chanics’ Exchange Said te Be a Combine. 


There is trouble in the Mechanics’ Exchange 
and some serious charges are being made 
against that organization. The serious state 
of affairs can be said to have originated 
from acircular which was sent out in June 
last to all the building supply men in this city 
and out of this city who supply building ma- 
terlal to the builders and contractors 
of St, Louis. Just after ‘the 
spring building boom subsided the members 
ofthe Mechanics’ Exchange desired to learn 
justhow much building material had been 
used in the extraordinary rush this year and 


what was left in the hands of the supply 
dealers for the remainder oftheseason. That 
at least is the reason eiven for issuing the cir- 
lar, but some say it was to create a corner on 
certain articies of building material and raise 
the pricestoafigure which would repay the 
builders for the extra wages they were com- 
Helled to pay laboring men this year, and the 
extra price they were also com- 
pelled to pay for building material owing to 
the unusual demand: But whatever the rea- 
son was the circular ordered by the 
officers ofthe Mechanics’ Exchange was sent 
outlast month. With it was inclosed a blank 
to be filled in and returmed at once or at 
least before July 30. To the surprise 
of the officers and Secretary Walsh 
very few replies were received. Mr. 
Waish claims the building supply men have 
not had time to figure out the amount of ma- 
terial sold and the amount on hand, but hopes 
to bear from all whom he addressed before 
July 30. A building journal, of which James 
B. McCormick is manager and 
editor, gives another reason, and in a leading 
editorial of the June issue of the paper he 
calls the circular ‘‘A laughable farce.’’ The 
editorial ridicules the idea. It asks if the 
officers of the Mechanics’ Exchange 
really thought the building supply 
men would be foolbardy enough to throw open 
their books to the Secretary of the Exchange 
and give bim facts and figures about their 
business without stint. Then follows a per- 
sonal attack upon Mr. Walsh, the Secretary, 
closing with an admonition to building supply 
dealers notto give the information asked. 

Mr. McCormick was seen at his office this 
morning and asked why he made light of a 
scheme which on its face would appear to 
have some merit and be, asthe circular said, 
Ot benefit not only to builders and contract- 
ors, but tu the trade generally.“ 

CHAKGES THAT THERE IS A COMBINE. 

Well, it won't be of value generally, he 
replied. ‘*The Mechanics’ Erchange iu this 
city is composed of only one-third of 
the builders, contractors and supply 
men, and they are running the Ex- 
change to suit themselves, and not to 
please the fraternity of builders and supply 
men. St. Louis has the poorest Mechanics’ 
Exchange in the county foracity of its size. 
St. Joseph, Kansas City and a number 
of smaller Western towns, to say 
nothing of the large Eastern 
cittes have Exchanges a city can be proud ot. 
The reason we have nota hantisome Exchange 
in this city is very apparentto one who is in 
the business. I say there is a combine 
in the Exehange and that the best 
and largest business houses do not 
and will not belong to it. Do you suppose the 
President of the Mechanics’ Exchange wouid 
be compelled to peddle the stock forthe new 
Exchange in this great city, which 
has more than the average number 
of buliders, contractors and building supply 
men it the reputabie and wealthy firms had 
any confidence in the Exchange? Of course 
not. If the Mechanics’ Exchange is what it 
ought to be the stock for a $500,000 building 
would be taken up in a week 
by parties who would be giad 
to subscribe. There will be no representative 
Exchange in this city as long as the crowd 
who now control it run it as they have been 
doing. 

„Why is it that Chicago, Boston, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati and other cities are building all our 
great structures? Do you know? Can’t you 
guess why? St. Louis building sup- 
ply men who furnish fire brick, 
fire rooting, guttering, Kas and 
plumbing fixtures, sewerimg, stock brick, 
elevators and roofing, can compete with any 
city in tne country on a job outside St. Leuis. 
Our trade in these lines of building materials 
extends from ocean to ocean and 
from the northern to the southern boundary 
line yet where they supply men, and on a 
firebrick, fireproofing or other such job in 
this city they cannot get it. There must be 
something wrong, and it is about 
time it wassbown up. Start this thing going 
and you will soon find out what the trouble is. 
Go to some of the big building supply dealers 
in this city end talk to them about it, 

HE SUSPECTS SOMETHING WRONG. 

A reporter saw Mr. D. Russell of the Parker- 
Russell Mining & Manwfacturing Oo. in the 
Jaccard Building, who is nota member of the 
Mechanics’ Exchange, and asked him what 
his experieace with that organization has 
been. 

Jam nota member of the Mechanics’ Ex- 
change, he said, aud had had no dealings 
with it as an institution, neither have I re- 
ceived a circular. I had received 
a cireular asking me to give 
away facts about my business I 
hardly think I would answer it. Our experi- 
ence with St. Louis builders bas not been very 
gratifying, to say the least. St. Louis is the 
largest fire-proofing manufacturing market 
in the United States. More fire brick and 
fire-proofing material is made in this 
city than in the whole coustry outside of it. 
Yet do you see St. Louis firms putting in fire- 
proofing? Tou do not. We sell our goeds in 
New York, Francisco, in the 
North and South, where they pay 
us more than they will pay any 
other manufacturers of the same goods, yet 
we cannot do work in 8t. Louls. Iwill not 
offer to explain it, but Iwill state that I sent 
in a bid not long aso to a builder who isa 
member of the Mechanics’ Exchange and 
I know my bid was the lowest. I was told so, 
but was put off and beld back until I now be- 
lieve the job will go to Chicage. One 
reason I assign for not 8 more 
work in this city is that the dullders 
are laboring under the impression that 
anything they get ln this city is not ret - lass. 
That isachuritable excuse 1 make for them, 
while outside of this city builders will not 
have any other than certain kinds of St. 
Louls building material, evem if they have 
to pay more for it than they could 
get it elsewhere, which, of course, is never 
the case. I have heard stories about the 
Mechanics’ Exchange, but 1 do not care to re- 
peat them, as you will find a number of large 
houses here that can give you all the Informa- 
tion you want. 

DENIES THERE IS DISCKRIMINATION. 

Secretary Walsh, Secretary of the Mechan- 
les’ Exchange, said this afternoon: If there 
is a dollar’s worth of building supplies bought 
by St. Louis puilders outside of 
Louls, I do not know of it. There is 
no clique of builders in this Exc

The river bas been giving up a human body 
piece by piece. The ghastly evidence of a 
murder is coming to light. Two hands and 
arms have been found along the river bank 
and though no one is known to be 
missing the police fear that some horrible 
murder has been committed; that some poor 
victim has been hewn and hacked to pieces 
and cast in the water thatthe crime might be 
concealed. And worst of ail, the mutilated 
pleces are parts ofa woman’s body. Sunday 
afternoon a man reported to the police a find 
which may in the end lead to the discovery of 


as thorough a murder 8 as any that has 
ever startied St. Louis. e was catcbing 
driftwood at the foot of Convent street, and 
according to the custom ofthe men who earn 
a scanty living in that manner, he 
rowed out into the river in askiff and col- 
lected a large quantity of the drift, which he 
towed to the shore. Stepping out on the 
bank, he began hauling the wood out ot the 
water, when looking down he saw a 
human hand sticking up from the debris 
of the river. He was shocked at first, of 
course, and supposed that when the hand 
was drawn out the body of some poor unfer- 
tunate would follow it. He grasped the hand 
and pulled, and to his intense astonishment he 
found that it was only a hand and a portion 
of the arm. Thearm had been cut off just 
below the elbow, and this with the hand was 
what the driftwood catcher found. 

TURNED IT OVER TO THE POLICE. 

turned it over to the police, 
and it was taken to the 
Morgue, where it was examined. It 
was hard at first to decide whether it was the 
hand andarm of a man or woman, but the 
hand was so small, the fingers tapered so and 
the wrist was soslender that it was evident a 
woman was the victim of the erime of 
which this was evidence. There was 
no ring on it, however, and no mark about it 
by which identification was possible,so it was 
buried as many such specimensare. The po- 
lice were not excited to a search, however, 
and had about forgotten the matter when the

He examined i 9 
then hurried to the city to report to the 
police the horrible diseovery. Capt. Wright 
at once telegraphed Judge Wright, Coroner 
of St. Louis County, and informed 
him of Healy’s discovery, but Coroner 
Wright has not yet been heard from. 
The examination of both the arms and hands 
proved conclusively that they were from a 
woman’s body. and evidentiy from the same 
one, for one was a right hand and 
the second one found a left. Both 
arms were severed just below the 
elbew and they loeked as if they had been 
carefully amputated. It was suspected at 
first thatthey might have come from some 
medica! college but that belief is absurd. The 
colleges are not open in the summer and if 
they were, it is impossible to dis- 
eect in bot weather. No dissection 
is going on now In any of the colleges, and if 
the parts were removed by asurgical opera- 
tion they would have been buried, for 
the friends of a person who das to 
bear an operation would not permit 
the several portions of a loved one’s body to 
be thrown away, and besides that the arms 
and hands were perfect and beaithy, and 
there could have been no reason for amputat- 
ing them. 
SHADOWED IN MYSTERY. 

There have been no mysterious disappear- 
ances lately, 0 far as the police knew, and 
there is no information in the department 
which can be connected with these strange 
discoveries. The hands had not been very 
long in the water, thongh they showed ee 
eflects of it to some extent. Evidestiy,. 
they are remnants of a crime, 
it is a crime which has 
been recently committed, and after their dis- 
covery the first kmowiedge that there bas 
been a murder may be obtained. Usually the 
evidence of murder is what the police are 
compelled to hunt up, but this time they have 
tbe evidenes and now they must find the 
murder.

TWO FATAL OBJECTIONS 
In addition to being a Measure which 
abuses for partisan ends 4 constitutional 
privilege designed only to meet revolu- 


gerous power in the hands of the dominant 
party, the Lodge force bill gives cause for 
serious alarm to lovers of free govern- 
ment and honest elections for two es- 
pecial reasons. 

In the first place it is an insidious at- 
tack upon electoral reform and threat- 
ens to nullify the results which im- 
proved laws and methods of balloting are 
expected to bring. The prime object of 
these reform measures isto take out of 
the bands of party bosses and heelers the 
power to influence voters and manipulate 
elections by corrupt means; in short, to 
eliminate the political machine at the 
entrance of the polling place. But this 
law notonly puts the machine into the 
polling place by stationing partisan su- 
pervisors there with dangerous privileges, 
but it strikes at tbe vital part of honest 
elections by giving the registration, 
counting and certification of the votes to 
party heelers. No matter how carefully 
guarded the voter and ballot-box may be, 
the protection amounts to nothing if the 
party heeler can go behind it and fix the 
returns, as contemplated in this bill. 

In the second place the bill confnses the 
administrative and judicial departments 
of the Government. It is bad enough 
that the judiciary should be made a 
partner in an administrative act, but if it 
also becomes the instrument of the will of 
a partisan official as provided for in the 
Lodge measure its degradation is com- 
plete. No more solemn warning was 
sounded by WASHINGTON in his farewell 
address than that directed to the danger 
ofithe intermingling of the functions of 
departments of the Government which 
should be kept separate as checks upon 
each other. 

The fatal nature of these objections to 
the bill must be apparent to patriotic 
Republicans and Democrats alike.

MR. BLAINE’s latest utterance concern- 
ing the tariff practically makes it the 
means of striking advantageous bargains 
with other countries. His advice is to re- 
move ourown tariff on the goodsof an- 
other country in exchange for the re- 
moval of that country’s tariff on our own 
goods and thus establish conditions of fair 
and free exchange.

TWO NOVEL ORDINANCES. 


ONE TO SUPPLY col“ IN PIPES 4T 
SQUARE FOOT RATES- 


— — 


The Other te Bridge the River With a Series 
of Boatse—Mayor Noonan Names Another 
Candidate for Street Commissioner—To 
Break Ground fer the New Cty Hal 
Municipal Matters. 


The Board of Public Improvements has been 
asked by the Council to consider two measures 
now before the latter body and to give a re- 
port on them. One is a measure which wu 
probably be reported adversely. It grants the 
right to a pontoon bridge company to land 
the St. Louis end of its bridge at any point 
along the wharf not now occupied by a ten- 
ant. Maj. Murphy, the Harbor and Wharf 
Commissioner, said to-day: I don’t see how 
the thing can bedone. They propose to con- 
struct a roadway over a series of boats or 
floats, which can be opened in the middie to 
let boats pass through. One end is to 
be fastened to the East St. Louls and the 
ether to the St. Louis shore. In the first place 
the Government will not let them have their 
bridge within two miles ofan existing one, 
and in the second place with the amount of 
river traffic going all the time their bridge 
would have to be open for boats about three 
fourths of the time. As te giving them wharf 
privileges Isee no reason why they should 
be allowed to land without being charged as 
much as other people. Idon’t like the looks 
of the scheme anyway and certainly will op- 


pose it. 

The other measure the board has on hand is 
the refrigerating company’s bill, which con- 
templates supply ing air by means of pipe 
lines. This measure is looked upon very 
favorably by the board, The projectors claim 
that by this system they can hold the temper- 
ature ofa room or building down to as low a 
degree asisrequired at a very reasonable 
rate. The experiment has been tried in other 
cities and has worked very well 

This evening the board will makea tour of 
the city with their noses — in the air for the 
8 of deciding whether all the electric 

hte should be hung atauniform height or 

not; asitisnowthe poles range in height 
from 85 to 65 feet—making the lamps hang at 
irregular heights. 


What Does It Mean? 


„An ordinance to provide for the laying of 
electric, telegraph, telephone and other wires 
under ground,’’ isthe title of an ordinance 
which is now in the Council. The ordinance 


does not conform nor agree with the title in 
any respect. It le a bill giving the St. Louis 
Conduit Co. of Missouri: the right to lay 
electric wire conduits under ali the streets 
and alleys in the city. What the object of 
the projectors of the bill is is not stated. 
There is now a part of a similar conduit under 
some of the streets, unused and at present 
worthless. What the object is in getting 
another isnot known, There is no provision 
in the billcompelling any one to use the con- 
duit, and as far as can be ascertained no one 
so far has promised to use it. 

Sec. 7, or the last section of the bill, is some- 
what peculiar. It reads: 

Such corporation, its successors or as- 
signs, shall de a common carrier and shall 
have and enjoy such rights, privileges and 
immunities as are usually bad and enjoyéd by 
such companies, and snall pay to the city of 
St. Louis, for the above rights and franchises,

Disinterested Legislators, 


There are several very disinterested and 
public spirited legislators in both the Council 
aad House of Delegates if their own assertions 
be taken.

His idea isto havea strip on the Broadway 
front of the park sold so that stores and resi- 
dences can be put up, and the proceeds of the 
sale put to the improvement of the park and 
the street. Mr. Huber is in business right 
across the street. 

The opposition tothe bill abolishing pool- 
rooms looks a little bad, although those who 
are fighting it are very cautious about letting 
their interests be known. It is said that two 
“members of the House are interested in book- 
making companies and are making a neat 
little income therefrom. 


Additional Police Funds. 


The Ways and Means Committee made a 
change in the general appropriation Dill in 
their report to the House of Delegates last 
night which may interfere with the work on 


the new City Hall. Im the original the City 
Hall was putdown for $100,000, and under 
the Impression that that amount would be ap- 
propriated the Board of Public Improvements 
and the Council made contracts amounting to 
about $79,000 for exoavations and concrete 
foundations for the new structure. The 
House committee has cut this amount 
down to $50,000 and applied $40,000 to the 
police fund, specifying that the money shall 
uo to pag additional sergeants and policemen 
on the force, The contractors and architects 
in charge of the work on the new City Hall 
claim that their work will be completed by 
the Ist ot next January. It may be possibile 
that by that time there will be $50,000 avail- 
able for a special appropriation, but the 
chances are vory small.

Certain Dealers,

NEW Lon, July 6. — The cigarette trust, 
otherwise krown as the Tobacco Co., bas 
notified ite competitors that they must get out 
of the field or there will be trouble. The 
American Tobacco Co. is a $25,000,000 corpora- 
tion organized in the State of New Jersey. Its 
offiers and business are in New York, but the 
Jersey State organization is made to save & 
State tax of $1,250,000 on its capital. It isa 


combination—really a trust— of the firms 
of Allen 4 Ginter, W. Duke Sons 

Co., the Kinney Tobaceo O0. 
W. 8. Kimball and Benjamin N. Duke for the 
possess of putting an end to the indiscrim- 
nate waste that was golwag on inthe shape of 
advertising, and, inoldentally, of pushing the 
concerted interests of the firms mentioned, 
although each firm continues to push its own 
interests irrespective of the others. Havin 
gone through the forms of incorporation an 
of issuing and selling to favored dealers a 
small portion of preferred stock, with a guar- 
anteed dividend of 8 per cent, the trust pro- 
ceeded to put a collar on the necks of the 
jobbers and the favored dealers whom they 
chose to call jobbers by meansof a circular 
in which it said: 

„„This company intends to make a rebate of 
30 cents per thousand on cigarettes bought 
after April 1, at mot less than $3.60 per 
thousand from its branch factories to such 
obbers as in the opinion of the company have 

andled the company’s goods in a satisfac- 
tory manner and have co-operated in pro- 
moting its interests and have not sold at less 
than the invoice prices any cigarettes manu- 
factured by this company. 

But—and here comes the padlock to the 
collar: 

‘*Your name has been placed on the list of 
those to whom it is intended to pay the above 
rebate; but it must be understood that noth- 
ing herein shail be construed as imposing any 
Obligation upen the company to pay the same, 
and that the company may, at its option, re- 
tain the rebate of any purchaser, as to past as 
wellas future purchases, or may discontinue 
the above rebates, in whole or in part, at any 
time without notice, it being the intention to 
pay the rebate only to those purchasers wee 
have, inthe opinion of the cempany, com- 
plied with the conditions above.’’ 

To derliers—designated as jobbers by the 
monopoly—is given a certificate entitling 
them to 30 cents rebate, this sum to be held by 
the company six months before payment; 
while to those only good enough for sub- 
jobbers the rebate is only 20 cents, which is 
also withneld. These rebatesare really the 
profits allowed. Tue threat now 1e to with- 
draw the rebate, or even going further, to cut 
off the supply of goods altogether from of- 
fenders, although this would de no greater 
hardship than to cut ou the profits 
simply. A down town tobacco merchant 
who is one of the threatened dealers, has 


manufactured by Kimball of the trust (there 
is no complaint about these), while others are 
manufactured byafirm in New Orleans, in 
which be is interested. The trust wants one 
of itsown firms to manufacture there, and 
has given him the bint that it would be the 
proper caper to place the business in their 
hands. Le, however, has declined to do this. 
He saAds he does not wish to have a fight, but 
if one is forced upon bim he will not rua. 

„There is no doubt, he said, that the 
company is trying toshut out all cigarettes 
except those manufactured by its firms and 
they have given the jobbers warning. 
Whether they will dare to come out inan 
open circular or even to cut off any one’s 
cigarettes, 1’m sure I can’t say. I asked Mr. 
Kinney if the association expected te cut off 
Turkish, Russian and other foreign cigar- 
ottes as well. He said that was not decided 
yet. Thecircular of the company says that 
factories are to be established in foreign 
countries.”’

HALF A CENT A POUND. 


The Middieman’s Profit Given to Purchasers 
—Ten Pounds of Ice for 5 cents een 
at the Union Market This Morning—Ar- 
rangements for future Supplies at the 
Same Price, 


HERE’S no occa- 
sion to push, 
there’s plenty o: 
ice, and you'll 
get your turn in 
a minute,’’ 

This was the 
courteous re- 
proval of a col- 
ored lady who at 
noon to-day was 
fighting her way 
to the front of 
the crowd which 
surrounded stand 
No. 2 at the 

Union Market, at which Michael Breen was 
selling ice at half a cent a pound regardiess of 
the amount called for. It took the public 
about two hours to believe that Mr. Breen 
meant what he said, and that he was really 
bearding the ice combine in its den and in- 
augurating a rule of one price for all. When 
they finally realized that ten pounds of ice, 
weighed witnout the tongs, could be obtained 
for a nickel, there was a rush in the direction 
of stall No. 25, where a land office business 
was done. 

It was a good-humored and decidedly happy 
crowd, and there was a good deal of banter at 
the expense of the ice combine to say nothing 
ofeulogies to Mr. Breen, who was voted a 
jolly good fellow, a philanthropist and a gen- 
tleman. A little girl received about twenty- 
two pounds foradime and could scarcely 
carry the basket containing it. A boy who 
got 5-cent lump confidently informed the 
crowd that his mother bad given Lim a dime 
and that he intended to pocket the odd nickel, 
justifying his conduct by remarking he bad 
got more for 5 cents than his mother ever 
expected for ten. 

QUICK SALES. 

Four or five assistants were busy helping 
Mr. Breen. The ice was sold direct from the 
wagon, that is to say, it could scarcely be un- 
loaded fast enough forthe demand. So long 


as only small pleces had to be cut off, this was 
of course not the case but every now and then 
there was an order of greater magnitude. 
One of the Union Market butchers took 

ounds of ice and paid $2 for it very will- 
ngly. ‘*Toat’s jast 30 cents ahead. 
The fish stalle ept up a beavier 
demand and dragged off huge chunks, to the 
alarm of some who were walting for small 
suppiles and who could not be convinced that 
there was plenty of ice behind and that there 
was no clearing-out sale going on. But all 
were served in turn, and shortly after noon 
there was a break in the rush for a few min- 
utea, during which time the wagon was finally 
unloaded and pulled away to make room for 
wagon No. 2, which was waiting. The calm 
was, however, but temporary, and very soon 
the men were again busy cutting, weighing 
and swelling. 

Aman who took 150 pounds was aggrieved 
at being charged 75 cents, arguing that if the 
price on small lumps was cut in two the scale 
out to be proportionately reduced through- 
out. Mr. Breen told him the price was $l0a 
ton whether a man took ten tons or ten 
pounds, and he didn’t see where the hardship 
came in. Turoing to a POsT-DISPATCH re- 
porter he added: 

THERE'S MONEY IN IT. 

**I don’t claim to be a philanthropist, nor 
can I ufford to sell at a loss. But I can see 
my way to making good money at halt a cent 
a pound, and as lam holding ont for strict 
cash and paying cash for my ice, there won't: 
be much trouble in seeing how the profit rolls 
up. I don't claim to be able to buy ice so 
much cheaper than anybody else, but where 
Lelalm to have a pull is that I am buying off 
an experienced man who knows how 
to pack. The wastage on the car of ice 1 
am selling now can’t be 8 great, and 't 
cortalnly won't be anything like six tons, as 
Mr. Huse predicted the other day. There is 
scarcely any woisture under the car, and I 
guess that’s a pretty fair test. I’m not de- 
nying that the waste is often very great and 
there are cars on the track now that won't 
weigh out half. 1 don’t get my ſee packed in 
that shape, or two or three cars would be 
sufficient to break me.“

What physicians term presbyopia is popu- 
larly known as old sight.“ Soon after the 
age of 40 the most ef people who have had 
goed sight cannot see objects when held at 
the usual distance from the eyes as distinctly 
as they Once could; in order to read well they 
are obliged to hold their books or newspapers 
further off than before, says the Boston 
Herald. They also need better light to read 
by; and their ‘‘eyes are soon tired’’ if they 
undertake to read fine print at night. The 
special changes going on which give rise to 
to this condition are these: Decline in sensi- 
bility in the eyes; weakening of the muscles 
which adjust them, and a flattening and bara- 
‘ening of the erystalline lens, which so alters 
refraction that images are thrown too far 
back unless objects are some distance from 
the eyes. To correct the trouble one must 
wear glasses; and it is well to begin to do so 
as soon as it has fairly commenced. Exceed- 
Ing care is necessary in their selection. One 
eye is generally more affected than the other, 
a fact which would not be discovered except 
where a nice adjustment is being made. In 
such cases the giasses must be differently 
focused. It lett to himself the one needing 
giaseses is sure to choose a pair of much too 
high a power, the wearing of which would be 
n permanent injury to the eye. People are 
very slow to accept the truth, that in all in- 


stances the adjustment of glasses should be 
as exact as possibie. The infinite majority are 
criminally negligent in this matter. They 
Cannot seem to grasp the idea that there are 
decided differences between giasses, and 80 
they buy where they are the cheapest. Street 
venders drive a thriving trade, and job lots“ 
are readily disposed of. Not long ago the 
writer saw on Washington street a large 
basketful of eyeglasses bearing a card on 
which was printed marzed down,’’ and if 
memory is not at fault the price was 10 cents a 
pair. here is not a trafilc torbidden under 
our laws Wick deserves suppression more 
than this.

That quite common trouble on the oe of 
the eyelid,a stye,is the result of inflammation 
of the small glands or follicles. A piece of ice 
is the best abortive remedy. If the stye is not 
checked atthe start on the second or third 
day it would be well to draw out, with a pair 
of tweezers, two or three of the hairs in the 
center ofthe swelling. In this way it is often 
possible to evacuate the little abscess. 

BLINDNESS FROM SMOKING. 

It ia well forthe intemperate smoker of to- 
bacco to remember that biindness sometimes 
results from the habit, It 9 that at first 
there is an impairment of the sensibility of 
the eye, whieh is simply functional, and 
largely, if not entirely disappears, if the use 
of tobacco ts discontinued. ut if the habit 
of overinduigence is persisted in, the weak- 
ness of the sight becomes permanent and or- 
ganic. These changes may go an until com- 
plete blindness has occurred. One peculiar- 
ity about this trouble is that sight is better in 
subdued light, and side objects are seen bet- 
ter than those in the center of the fleld of 
view.

The operation 
of tapping is a very simple one, and is unat- 
tended with danger when properly done.

SI. LOUIS’ REQUEST. 


THE CITY’S WISH EXPRESSED IN A TELE- 
| GRAM TO GEN. NOBLE. 


Werk in Washington Begun on the Police 
Lists by a Force ef Sixteen Expert Clerks 
—Supt. Perter Personally Maps Out the 
Werk for His Assistants—Mr. Case Hur- 
rying Up the Comparison. 


It Is now a certainty that the St. Louis 
census will be corrected. The proof that the 
count made by Maj. Weigel and his enumer- 
ators wee incorrect isso overwhelming that 
the authorities cannot escape the conclusion 
that the men who are now asking for an in- 
crease of pay have done St. Louis a gross and 
flagrant wrong. Just how it will be corrected 
has not been determined. If it was any 
other season of the year than mid-summer, a 
recount would be ordered atonce, but the 
eltizens of St. Louls do not want a recount at 
the present time. What the sub-committee 
which isin Washington now will ask for is a 
re-count in September, whenthe thousands 
of people who are spending the hot months 
at resorts shall have.returned. It is possible 
that instead ofthisthe authorities msy order 
the census corrected: that is they 
may send an agent to St. Louls 
who will receive from the Census Committee 


the names of all persons who are found 
among the omitted and whose duty it shall be 
to verify that report by personal investiga- 
tion. Then the names of all such persons will 
be added to the official list and St. Louis cred- 
ited with the total. That would be a very un. 
satisfactory method, but no doubt it would be 
better than totake the census over again in 
the month of July. Maj. Weigel’s corps of in- 
efficient men wasted a good month and now 
this method is the only feasible one unless the 
census is postponed. There is no reason 
why the census should not be taken in Sep- 
tember. The Washington office will not 
conclude the compilation of the census for 
four or five years, and a delay of two months 
in thiscase would cause no considerable in- 
convenience. It all depends on the disposi- 
tion of the authorities.

DEAR Sin—Believing that the work of the Citizens“ 
Census Committee of >t. Louis proves conclusively 
that a large number of our citizens have been omitted 
from the census enumeration recently taken, we 
earnestly hopethat the request of the committee, 
made through it sub-committee already in Wasbing- 
ton will receive your favorable consideration, 
and that either a re-enumeration wiil be ordered or 
the enumeration already made supplemented by add- 
ing such names as bave been omitted, the facts as to 
the omissivns to be established by the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee and properly verified by the Census Depart- 
ment. 

In case a re-enumeration is made before Septem- 
ber, time enough should be given to communicate 
with every absent citizen by mail, wh@n no one is 
in the house to make returns. 

Secretary Frank is still receiving the names 
of persons who have been omitted. Every 
mall brings a hundred of them aud they are 
sbipped on to Washington to be added to the 
list there, in order to show the autborities 
that there are plenty more of the missed wo 
have not yet been counted in. Some people 
believe that in this list cf people who sent 
their namesto Secretary Frank will be found 
many who were also reported by the 
police, and on that account the 
showing will be reduced. Ihe police 
had 17,091 names; Secretary Frank had 5,000. 
It does not matter if some of the latter are 
doubles, there will be enough to demonstrate 
the truth of the charges of incorrectness 
which St. Louis hag made. The 17,000 names 
on the police list would alone be sufficient for 
that, but the names which are now coming in 
are not doubles. They have been missed 
by both the enumerators and the 
police. The latter had only three 
days to work, and were instructed not to call 
a second time ata house when they found no 
one at home until they had gone to every 
other house on thelr beats. On this account 
they had to skim their districts, and conse- 
quentiy thev were forced to omit about as 
many people as they counted, and those who 
were omitted are now reporting themselves. 
There are no doubles on this list, and every 
name is an additional proof that the city has 
been unjustly misrepresented. 


The Cemparisen Begun.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 16.—The com-

Porter mapped out the 
work himself, and it is now claimed that it 
will be completed by Saturday next.

Case hag sent word to the St. Louls committee 
to that effect. He also proposes to go 
to the scene of operations and to 
exercise an eager and fatherly watch over the 
workers. He don’t want any time wasted, 
but on the other hand will urge the workmen 
on. Except the brief delay everything will go 
just as the committee would wish it. 


New York’s Census. 


NEW YORK, July 16.—Chas. H. Murray, Chief 
Census Superintendent of New York, leaves 
to-day forafive weeks’ trip to Alaska. This 
is regarded as conclusive evidence that no 


further -steps will be taken officially to ac- 
curately determine the population of this 
city. Mr. Murray said yesterday that he was 
satisfied with the work of the census enumer- 
rators in New York. 

‘*How do you account for the descrepency 
of 200,000 between your estimate of our popu- 
lation and that now reported?’’ was asked. 

‘‘Why, easily enough,“ he replied. ‘‘The 
estimate given out by me was only an approx- 
imate one. It was never pretended to be 
accurate. It was based on the computation 
made by clerks in my office. I supposed it was 
understood that we did not claim the figures 
to be official.’’

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IS THE N GROWING COLDER? 


: — 
An Eminent Astronomer’s Views on the 
Interesting Question. 


From the Newcastle (England) Chrenicie. 

Our first attempt to examine this question, 
says the author of Tue Story of the 
Heavens.“ must lie in an appeal to the 
facts which are attainable. We want to know 
whether the sun is showing any symptoms of 
decay. Are the days as warm and as bright 
now as they were last year, ten yoars 
ago, one hundred years ago? We can find 


no evidence of any change since the be- 
ginning of authentic records. If the suns 
beat had perceptibiy changed within the last 
2,000 years, we should expect to find corre- 
sponding changes in the distribution of plants 
and of animais; but no such changes have 
been detected. There is no reason to think 
that the climate of ancient Grece or of ancient 
Rome was appreciably different from the 
climates of the Greece and the me 
that we know at this day. The vine and 
the olive grow now where they grew 2,000 
yearsago. We must not, however, lax too 
much stress on the argument; for the effects 
of slight changes in the sun’s beat may have 
been neutralized by corresponding adapta- 
tions lu the pliable organisms of cultivated 
plants. All we can certainly conclude is that 
no marked change has taken piace in the heat 
of the sun during historical time. But when 
we come to look back into vastly earlier ages, 
we find the most copious evidence that the 
earth has undergone great changes in cli- 
mate. Geological records canen this ques- 
tion hardly be misinterpreted. 

The geological variations of climate may 
have been caused by changes in the earth it- 
seit, by changes in the position of ite axis, by 
changes in its actual orbit; but however they 
have been caused, they hardly tell us much 
with regard tothe past history of Our sun. 
The heat of the sun has lasted for countless 
ages; yet we cannot credit the sun with the 
power of actually cresting heat. We must 
apply even to the majestic mass of the sun the 
same laws which we have found by our ex- 
periments on the earth. We mustask, whence 
comes the heat sufficient to supply this tre- 
mendous outgoing?

IS DANCING WRONG? 


4 TROUBLED CHRISTIAN TO HER QUESTION- 
ING CONSCIENCE 


Rew She Drew Out Bishep Bewman ef &t. 
Louis and Other Preminent Divines of 
the Country and Then Gave the Letters 
Out for Publication—Views of Clergy- 
men on This Amusement. 


Ayoung lady addressed letters to several 
Gistinguished divines, asking the question, 
Ia it wrong or inconsistent for a Christian to 
dance?” she has since given out the replies 
for publication in the New York Morning Jour- 
nal. Among the answers published as re- 
ceived is the following from Bishop Thomas 
Bowman of this city, senior Bishop of the 
Metnodist Episcopal Church in this country: 

MY DEAR FRIEND AND SISTER—Your letter 
should have been answered long ago, but it 
arrived here during my absence. I shall now 
take great pleasure in answering it 
as thoughtfully, carefully and prayer- 
fully as I can, desiring to aid you 
all I can in your progress in the Christian life, 
which I rejoice to learn you have so earnestly 
adopted. You ask me, Is it wrong 
or inconsistent for 4 Christian 
to dancer“ In reply I would say 
that dancing as itis usually understood and 
practiced is one of the gay and fashionable 
amusements which largely tend to destroy 
spirituality, and whioh must therefore inevi- 
tably cause great damage to the religious in- 
terests of society. 

It is possible that a few persons could prac- 


tice it alittle perhaps without experiencing 
much marked injury to themselves. But the 
example which they would thus set might be 
followed by others, who would thereby be led 
into serious moral injury. 

A little wine might not burt me. But if 
it cause my brother to offend, 1 will drink no 
wine while the world stands.’’ 

There can be no question that the general 
effect of dancing, like other gay and giddy 
amusements of the fashionable world, ts 
damaging tothe church and to society, and, 
indeed, to theindividual. It is for these rea- 
sone that our church discourages it. 

For my own part, I most earnestly desire to 
stand at the bar of God onthe last great day 
happy in the firm and perfect assurance that 
noone can say: It was your example that 
led me astray.’’ God biess you and your dear 
young friendsand make you happy and use- 
ful. Truly, THOMAS BOWMAN.

OTHER VIEWS. 

Rey, O. B. Frothingham of Boston says: 
**Dancing is a matter of mere personal in- 
Clination rather than of religious opinion. 
Some amusements, such as certain forms of 
dancing, some so-called spectacular plays, 
etc., that no good man or woman can counrte- 
nance, but this is not true of amusement in 
itself, for it may be innocent, barmiess and 
even refreshing. 

Proper dancing in proper places at proper 
hours in proper dress with proper com- 
paniong and surroundings cannot surely be 
harmfal. On the contrary, it must exert a 
healthful, beneficial influence. 

Rev. Phillips Brooks, the great Boston 
divine, does not think it wrong for a Christian 
to dance. Hesays: ‘*I would say I do not 
think dancing wrong; but the queries when 
and where and to what extent ought the 
Christian to dance are very important. To 
find satisfactory replies will not be difficult 
for one who cares above all earthly things for 
Christ and is determined that nothing sball 
stand Inthe way of his highest hopes and 
aims.’”’ 

Rev. Wm. Hayes Ward of the New York 
Independent found the question difficult to 
uns wer. It is sot a question that can be 
answered by a mere ‘yes’ or no, he said. 
There are s0 many concomittants to be con- 
sidered. So much depends upon the kind of 
dancing. It certaiply was not wrong for 
David to dance before the ark. The waltz 
appears questionabie to me by reason of the 
position necessarily assumed by those engag- 
ing init. Ishould regard ite familiarities as 
certainly questionabie if induiged in apart 
from the dancing. Butso many good people 
love the German, and perhaps are not injured 
by it that I can only repeat the familiar 
words, ‘Asa man thinketh in his heart so is 
be.’ * 

Rev. W. H. Milburn, ‘the blind Chaplain’ 
of the House of Representatives at Washing 
ton, does not believe in the dance, but urges 
no objection to it. He says: ‘There can be no 
doubt in my mind that a certain amount of 
asceticism is good for all of us,’ and advises 
young Christians to give up the 
dance as a sacrifice. Whatever may 
be your personal opinions as to the innocence 
of dancing’’ he couciudes, ‘‘many Christians 
think ite practice wrong. St. Paui’s rule was 
„It eating meat meke wy brother to offend 
I will eat no more. 

Rev. S. D. Burchard of New York, whose 
celebrated alliteration Rum, Romanism 
and Rebellion’’ made him famous iin 
the Presidential canvas of 1883, 
is A Presbyterian preacher and 
treats the subject of dancing by Christians in 
a novel way. Hesaid: ‘‘I] would not say it 
is wrong or positively sinful for a Christian to 
dance. It was not sinful per se for the apostle 
to eat meat that had been offered asa sacrifice 
to idols, but it might cause bis weaker 
brother tostumble, to be offended. For a 
Christian to indulge in public promiscuous 
dancing Isbould say wouid be highiy inex- 
pedient and inconsistent, if not wrong. But 
Christians must have recreation, pas 
time, play, and to dance in the 
famiiy in a private parlor or with friends, isa 
graceful, and, in my jodgment, a harmiless 
and imnocent amusement not inconsistent 
with the Christian profession. Round dances, 
especiaily in public and among 4 proiwiscuous 
assembly Ithink should be avoided, if for no 
other reason than on the ground of exped! 
ency. Yetl would not by any means become 
a reciuse or un ascetic—one of those gloomy 
beings who think it a virtue to deny one’s self 
all barmiess and innocent pastimes, and to 
make life wretched instead of happy.’

PATSEY DUFFY SENTENCED TO THE WORK- 
HOUSE BY JUD@E CaDY- 


The Rider of Many Great Racers Brought 
Into Court a Wreek From Drink, and 
Found Guilty of Being a Vagrant—The 
Career of the Boy Whe Rode Ben Ali 
to Victery in Twe Derbies. 


OW drink has 
caused the down- 
fall ofone of the 
most promising 
jockeys who ever 
sported the silks 
furnished a sad 
story in the First 
District Police 
Court to-day. 
Three years ago 
the name of 
Patsey Duffy was 
known in racing 
circles the world 
over. This morn- 
ing the same

posite it was set the charge, that of being an 
idler and a vagrant. 

Duffy first made bimself known in Call- 
fornia, where his dash and generaiship at- 
tracted the attention of Mr. Haggin. The boy 
was brought East and made the rounds 
of a summer’s racing as the leading 


jockey in the Haggin stable. He rode and 
won some of the most noted races ot the 
year. On Ben All he left behind hima big 
field in both the St. Louis and Kentucky Der- 
bies. He wasa good judge of pace and en- 
duranee, and his daring finishes are to-day 
equaled only by such shining lights as Isaac 
Murphy and ‘‘Snapper’’ Garrison. 

Duffy was then making an enormous salary 
in addition to having the privilege of riding 
for other stables in events where Haggin had 
no entry. Even when atthe pinnacie of his 
fame he frequentiy indulged in drink to ex- 
cess. One day he appeared on the track at 
the St. Louis grounds in an intoxicated 
condition and when ordered away by Presi- 
dent Green told tbat official to chase himseif 
u round thetrack and see how he felt when he 
finished. 

EXPELLED FROM THE TRACK. 

Mr. Green at once issued orders revoking 
Duffy’s privileges, thus virtually expelling 
bim from the track. Assoon as Mr. Haggin 
heard of this decision he made all prepara- 
tions for removing every one of his horses 
from the grounds. His entire stable would 
have been on the way East in less than 
twenty-four hours bad sot the order relating 
to Duffy been revoked. 

The famous jockey was never seen on a 
Haggin horse after that summer, how- 
ever. He took to drink and threw 
up bis contract. He had made 
enough money tolivein magnificent style for 
the time and he spent bis savings with a lavish 
hand. It was not until this summer that he 
became‘ ‘dead broke. He did not have a cop- 
per when he arrived in St. Louis early in the 
regular summer meetin and his clothes 
looked like he had robbed a cornfield scare- 
crow. Some St. Louis borsemen took the boy 
in charge and endeayored to straighten him 
out. All his ambition, bowever, seemed 
centered lu a glass of liquor and his bene- 
factors soon threw bim over to the tender 
mercies of the worid. 

Several times during the summer Duffy has 
been arrested for being drunk on the street. 
He never was disorderly, however, and was 
always released as soon as he became sober. 
Ot late he bas become a veritable nuisance 
about the dowan-town resorts. Several com- 
pluinte were made against him. Last night 
he wasthrown out of a saloon in the vicinity 
of Eighth and Pine streets. Officer Heer at 
once took him in charge and locked him up 
at the Four Courts charged with vagrancy. 

HE WILL GO TO THE WORK-HOUSE. 

Duffy pleaded gullty to the charge when ar- 
raigned. His bloated face and bieared eyes 
contrasted strangely with a picture which 
one ofthe spectators exhibited showing the 
famous jockey, Patsey Duffy, as he appeared 
in the Haggin colors after winning the Ken- 
tucky Derby. There was no one in tbe court- 
room to plead in the prisoner’s bebalf, and 
Judge Cady imposed upon dim a ne of $25 
and costs. Afterwards he gave him hours to 
leave the city. Should he be found about 
town after 9o’clock this evening he will be 
sent to the Work-house for therestof the 
summer.

In that eamp, especially a few 
ago, when once aciaim was obtained it cost 
little to aevelop it, and it would soon pay if it 
was worth anything. 
BAD MANAGEMENT RESPONSIBLE. 
This led to the formation of companies with 
Inadequate working capital, and the fact that 
nearly uallthe mines were non-assessible in- 


creased the disadvantages of this method of 


organization, as to continue work a few had 
to put up money, with no chance of obtaining 
a greater return than (bose who contributed 
nothing. The conseq race is that many 
fine properties have been tied up, only doing 
the required assessment work of $1004 yeur. 

This sort of hand-to-mouth business is peculi- 

arly disadvantageous to the highgrade mines 
of Colorado and New Mexico. The veins are 
usually very narrow, and a great deal of dead 
work has to be done. To properly develop 
the m ine and cause it to produce best results 
this should be liberally managed. There 
should be room enough for the men to work, 
and when several velms are found 
on the same property Rr system 
of drifts and tunnels sho 3. be arranged. In 
most of the mines this theretofore been 
neglected. The oe Zonts have been 
obliced by lack of working capita! to work as 
cheaply as possible., to strip the mines and to 
make no provisions for the future. Asa resuit, 
when dead work needed to be done there were 
no funds and the mine had to potter along in 
the best way that it could. 

A NEW ERA FOR ST. LOUIS. 

The frequent sales of st. Louis properties 
have greatly discouraged investors. Tne ef- 
fect should be just the opposite. The mines 
that have been sold have, asa rule, been kept 
inthe city and havesimply changed from 
weak to strong hands. On some work has 
already recommenced. No immediate resuits 
should be looked for, as much dead work, 
which oughtto have been finished long ago, 
bas now to be gone. But when the mines are 
in proper condition the returns will in most 
cases be satisfactory. Properties are contin- 
ually being sold for debt and passing from 
the hands of those who are not able 
to manawe them Into the possession of those 
withample capital. St. Louis will gain more 
by this than any city outside of Colorado, and 
when the process of liquidation is complete, 
and the mines are worked as they should be, 
and provided with adequate apparatus, a very 
different showing will bee made from that of 
the past.’

RAILROAD NEWS, 


The Idea of a Pallman Car Porters’ Strike 
Ridiculed—The Wabash and Chicago. 


The Pallman Car Co. ridicules the idea of a 
strike of porters, on the ground that their 
services are by no means indispensabie and 
that if they were to leave in a body their 
places would be speedily filled by white men. 
It is even hinted that the company would wel- 


come a strike, as they are tired of the tip sys- 
tem and would be wiiling to pay living wages 
to a new staffof men who would be bound 
not to accgpt gratuities. It is also agued 
thatthe earnings of a porter are very large, 

quite as much as those of an average 
mechanic, while he seldom has to pay for his 
meals or his lodgings. As to the work done 
by the porter, the company argues that it is 
very light and far less than that expected 
from chambermaids at hotels. It is an- 
nounced that ifastrike is ordered, the con- 
ductors will have to do porters’ work until 
sufficient white porters can be engaged. 

THE TERMINAL CROSSINGS. 

The IIlinois State Board yesterday resumed 
the hearing of the claim for damages by the 
Terminal Association against the Merchants’ 
Terminal Co. for crossing four of the former’s 
tracks on the Eastside. An amicable adjust- 
ment was however come to, as Dr. Taussig of 
the Terminal Association offered to waive all 
Claims for damages if the Merchants’ crossing 
were moved abont 200 feet from its present 
location. Maj. Rain water accepted the offer 
and the meeting adjourned. 

RATES TO TEXAS. 

There is every prospect of the absorption of 
the ‘Frisco by the Atchison leading to a re- 
duction of freight rates between St. Louis and 
Texas points. Under the existing rates St. 
Louis has been at a disadvantage as compared 
with Kansas City, but President Manvel has 
been petitioned to equalize the rates. 

THE WABASH AND CHICAGO. 

Judge Tuley yesterday delivered an im- 
portant opinion in the Wabash suit against 
the Western indiana Co., preventing the lat- 
terfrom shutting out the Wabash from its 
tracks and terminal facilities at Chicago. The 
decision prevents the Chicago inlet of the St. 
Louis line being disturbed and is a very im- 
portant one in „ respect. In 1882 the 
Chicago & Western Indiana road granted 
leases of its tracks and termina! faciiitiesto the 
Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific, and these leases 
the company was enjoined from terminating 
by notice. The Wabssu was held by Judge 
Tuley to have actharter right to do business 
between Chicago and Detroit, its predecessor 
having been organized under the laws of 
lilinois, Ohio and Indiana, and it having full 
power under those laws to make track ar- 
rangements, build branch lines, etc. As to 
the claim of the Western Indiana people that 
the intention when the second lease was 
executed was net to grant the Wabash the 
rights it now claims, Judge Tuley said that 
where parties reduced a contract to writing, 
the intention was revealed and governed by 
what appeared in it. The Judge said he 
fouad nothing in the lease to thus limit the 
privileges of the Wabash. There was nothing 
in sec. l4which required all traffic to pass 
Auburn on the Daiton branch. It would have 
been easy if this had been intended to insert 
it in the lease.
